Indeed, the general opinion of those 
who have followed this question is that 
as long as Premier Bond is at the head 
of affairs in Newfoundland there will 
be no opportunity to round off con- 
federation by adding the ancient col- 
ony to the Dominion.

Street Cars Stopped and Crowds 
of Workmen Are Parading 
the Streets. 



WARSAW, Oct. 2:,.— Traflio. has 
been stopped on tin; Warsaw- 
Vienna line. 
Poltva, Oct. 26. — A general 
strike has been declared here. The 
schools are closed and no newspapers 
will appear tomorrow. 

Odessa, Oct. 25. — A strike on all the 
southwest railways is announced for 
tomorrow. Trains are only running 
between Odessa and Kieff. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 26. — All the cot- 
ton mills and other factory employees 
on the banks of the Neva struck this 
afternoon. The crowds In the streets 
are perfectly orderly, the leaders en- 
joining quiet. The street cars in 
several districts have stopped, but only 
in the Nara districts, where the rough- 
est working element congregated, is 
the situation considered to be alarm- 
ing. 

A State of Siege 

Moscow, (let. 25.— The city today re- 
sembled a. stale of siege. The price 
of meal has trebled, and I here is great 
distress among the poor. Many people 
who live in neighboring provinces and 
who come to Moscow are camping on 
the street, and 2,tlUli persons are living 
in cars. The Knsan line stations are 
ir. the hands of the troops. The post 
and telegraph offices are strongly 
guarded by Cossacks. The population 
is becoming panicky. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 25. — A special 
meeting of the committee of ministers 
took place late this afternoon, under 
the presidency of Count Witte, to con- 
sider the strike situation. Manukahln, 
minister of justice, who went to Peter- 
hof this morning tn report to the Em- 
peror, could not return by train, mo 
drove hack yesterday in a carriage in 
a drenching rain to be present at the 
meeting of. ministers. The Emperor 
Is cut off from railroad communication 
with the capital. 

1 St. Petersburg, Oct. 25. — An encoun- 
ter look place tonight between strikers 
and engine drivers who were preparing 
to take nut n train. Revolver shots 
were exchanged and a number of per- 
sons were lulled or wounded. 

Situation Very Serious 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 26. — (2:45 a. m.) 
— Confronted by a situation more cru- 
cial than at any time since the begin- 
ning of the political and social 
upheaval of Russia, and which at the 
time this despatch 1h tiled shows no 
signs of amelioration, the Emperor's 
ministers, under the leadership of 
Count Witle, spent almost all of yes- 
terday In conferences in the hope of 
finding some way out of the crisis into 
which the revolutionists and the social- 
ists have cast Ihe country. 

The general strike on Ihe railroads 
is complete, except in a few border 
provinces; and St. Petersburg, Mos- 
cow and other large cities are almost 
as closely beleaguered as if they were 
Invested by besieging armies. At the 
same time the industrial strike has 



assumed large dimensions and Ihe tur- 
bulent elements in several localities 
are offering open resistance to the 
troops. 

The ministers, wdio had been in ses- 
sion during the day, continued their 
deliberations until long after midnight. 
The result of these deliberations is not 
yet known. 

The ministers were summoned to 
meet, not ast he committee of minis- 
ters of which M. Witte is president, 
but as the council of ministers of 
which Count Solskoy Is the chairman; 
and the selection of Count Witte to 
preside, was done by direction of the 
Emperor, showing that the ministerial 
cabinet is actually, though not for- 
mally, an accomplished fact. It is 
understood that an edict formally es- 
tablishing 

A Ministerial Cabinet 
which will bear the old name "sovyet." 
or council, will be published In the 
Official Messenger Saturday next, to- 
gether with an Imperial prescript ad- 
dressed personally to Count Wittic, 
entrusting him with the simultaneously 
created position of premier. 

TIip Finland railroad to Hejsingfors 
and the steamers constitute St. Peters- 
burg's only means of communication 
witli the outer world this morning. The 
police authorities are now refusing to 
accept the ordinary mail and commercial 
correspondence is at n standstill. The 
strike is complete in Hie ureal factory re- 
gion on the Neva and in several other 
industrial quarters. Forty thousand 
mien tire on strike, hut they are conduct- 
in- themselves in a most orderly man- 
ner. The store clerks union tonight 
proclaimed a two weeks' sympathetic 
slrike for 'political reasons. 

Prudent Inhabitants are laying in 
stocks of provisions, the prices of which 
ha vi> risen sharply. 

Large meetings ot workmen were held 
last night in Hie university and higher 
schools, at which the sentiment was 
unanimous for continuing the strike on 
the railroads. The proceedings at sev- 
eral of the meetings were strongly rev- 
olutionary in characior, Ihe speakers 
Icalling their auditors nil "Chiuovniks" 
and on the police to meet the troops with 
armed force. These speeches were re- 
ceived with enthusiastic (dicers. The 
police were powerless to Interfere, tin- 
(precincts of Ihe university being forbid- 
den ground to them under an imperial 
ukase.

Deceased has been 
indulging !("> freely in stimulants for 
some months past, which resulted in her 
death. She was 44 years of age. Tie' 
coroner decided that an Inquest was un- 
necessary. 



LONDON, Oct. 25. — A despatch to 
Reuters Telegram Company from 
Santiago, Chile, today says that 
three thousand troops arrived 
there hist night and that order lias been 
restored. The troops are still patrolling 
the streets. Probably (III persons were 
killed and 200 wounded during Ihe recent 
rioting. 

Washington, 1>. C, Oct. 25.— Details 
of the occurrences of October -22-2:1 
show the situation to have been more 
serious than despatches hitherto receiv- 
ed would indicate, On Sunday after- 
noon a public meeting of 25,000 people 
was held in Alameda plaza, which soon 
degenerated into a mob, and a free fight 
ensued between the police and the crowd. 
Windows were broken and twenty street 
cars demolished. Si.\ lives were lost 
and several hundred rioters were im- 
prisoned. The whole city was ill a stale 
of terror on Monday, the street ears 
'stopped running, tile stores, and in soui3 
instances hunks, were closed and guard- 
ed, and business generally was nl n 
standstill. In Ihe afternoon of .Monday 
the mob gathered again, and after ex- 
citable speeches marched agninsl i Ii ■ 
government building and residence of the 
president, but both were well guarded 
by armed police. Three thousand troops 
at. last accounts were on their way to 
the capital to reinforce the police. The

EW YORK, Oct. 25.— The feature 
today In the Insurance situation 
was the announcement by Presi- 
dent Richard A. McCurdy of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company that 
a committee of the hoard of trustees 
of Ids company had been appointed to 
investigate the company and its meth- 
ods. The committee comprises Wil- 
liam II. Truesdale, Effingham B. Morris 
and John W. Auchincloss, all promi- 
nent in the financial and business 
world. 

Still another interesting develop- 
ment was the statement entered today 
by President Morton of the Equitable 
Life showing that the receipts of that 
company for nine months of this year 
exceeded the expenditures by $16,723,- 
197, an increase of over .$500,000 com- 
pared with the same period of last 
year. Receipts from premiums on 
policies for Ihe third quarter this year 
were, over $1,000,000 less than in 190-1. 
The expenses o£ the thfrd quarter of 
this year were $839,913 less than last 
year, but for the first six months there 
was an increase over last year of 
$124.9-13. 

After an entire day given over to the 
examination of Rmory McCIIntock, ac- 
tuary of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, and to the reading of fig- 
ures, the legislative 

Committee Adjourned 
until November S. the day after elec- 
tion. 

Some of Mr. McClintock's Explana- 
tions brought out the fact that his 
ideas were in many respects at vari- 
ance with the established methods Of 
Insurance companies, rind that of his 
own company In particular.

The interest of the company or the 
Increase in the market valuation of 
the securities held by the company, 
Mr. McCIIntock said, were not con- 
sidered. He said that in 1903. when 
the dividends were reduced, the mar- 
ket value of the company's securities 
had decreased. In 1904, however, the 
securities rose in value, so that $8,000,- 
000 lost by the decrease the year be- 
fore were regained, with $1,000, ooo 
additional. The dividends were not 
increased for 1904, however. Mr. Mc- 
CIIntock said the only Influence this 
Increase In the value of securities had 
upon him was to deter him from mak- 
ing a reduction In the dividends that 
yea r.

California Going to China to Bring Old 
War Craft for Tourist Show. 

M. W. Milne will probably sail for 
the Orient by the next outgoing liner 
to complete the purchase of a Chinese 
war junk, which 1 Is to be used as an 
! attraction for tourists at Long Beach 
in California. Milne figures that the 
Chinese government will ask $17,000 
for the craft, which means that it will 
probably be bought for $2,000 after 
considerable haggling. The vessel has 
already been selected and will be taken 
to California under her own sail. 

The junk is made of teakwood, Is ISO 
feet long and has the typical low stem 
and high prow of the style that lias 
existed in China for two hundred years. 
Her sails are made of tine bamboo, and 
she is elaborately decorated with the 
indispensable eyes painted at her bow 
with which to see her way. The Chi- 
nese crew will be selected in San 
Francisco with which to man the ship 
and train the old muzzle-loading guns. 
They will also be useful in explaining 
tho various Chinese anus and strange 
devices. A curio shop will bfi estab- 
lished on board, where purchases of 
Chinese knick-knacks may be made by 
visiting tourists.

OBJECT TO CH EM Al N US. 

Sailors of Burmah Didn't Want to 
Continue Voyage from 'Frisco. 

News was given yesterday of a 
mutiny on board the British ship. Bur- 
mah at San Francisco. The Burmah 
is one of several vessels chartered to 
load lumber at Chemninus. After dis- 
charging her cargo at San Francisco 
she was headed for the Vancouver 
island mills when the mutiny occurred. 
It seems that a sea lawyer must have 
been at work, for when the ship 
weighed anchor to come north the men 
went to Captain Jones and said they 
had not signed for the voyage to the 
Royal Roads. They refused to turn 
to. The captain was not prevented 
from coming to the Royal Roads by 
the mutiny. He ordered all exits from 
the mutineers' quarters in the foc'sle 
to be barred, and signaled for a tug. 
The ship's officers got up the anchor 
and the tug towed the vessel to sea 
with her crew barricaded in the foc'sle. 
The Burmah Is now headed for the 
Royal Roads. 



BROUGHT FUR CARGO. 

Gasoline Schooner Alice of Seattle Is 
Here from Nome. 

. The gasoline, schooner Alice, a little 
vessel of 2!) tons, arrived yesterday 
morning from Cape Nome. The Alice 
is a trading schooner and brought a ■con- 
signment of furs. Her cargo amount- 
ed -in to two'tons, but wis a valuable 
two tuns. There were 151 skins, iu- 
icluding 45 hoar skins, 43 red fox. 28 
sable, 25 deer skins. 2 hind otter, 
'mink, 2 wolverine and 2 silver grey fox 
skins, ('apt. A. A. Johnson is in charge 
of the schooner, which left Cape Nome 
about the end of August and has been 
on a trading cruise along the Arctic 
coast. 

The Alice is a new vessel belonging 
to Seattle. She experienced excep- 
tionally rough weather on Iter trip 
south, having beeb blown towards the 
Siberian side. Unusually rough weather 
was experienced after leaving TJmimak 
I'ass. The schooner baa 30-horse- 
power engines, but carried a limited 
supply of gasoline. She used 1,000 
cases on her voyage. 



SKIPPER RESIGNS. 

Captnin McCoskrie of the steamer 
Amur has resigned his post and will 
devote his time to his business Inter- 
ests at Hartley Bay In the North. Me 
has secured tho mall contract between 
Hartley Bay and Kltnmaat and Is now 
looking for a steamer suitable for the 
mall service between the two points. 
Hartley Bay was recently made a 
postal depot. Capt. McKoskrie has 
been following the sea since boyhood. 
After sailing about the world for ten 
years he Went' Into steamship service 
on the Great Bakes, .serving there and 
on the Bake of the Woods for thirteen 
years. Then ho came to the Pacific 
Coast. lie was on the steamer Mus- 
cotte during her entire career, and did 
some good wrecking work with that 
vessel. After the burning of the 
Mascotte he ran the Mischief and later 
was in the ('. I'. X. service, from which 
he went into the present company's 
service.

SIR WILLIAM MULOCK'S RESIG- 
NATION. / 

Hope deferred maketh the heart 
sick, and the ill-health which caused 
Sir William Mulock to accept a judge- 
ship rather than stay In the Laurier 
government undoubtedly had Its origin 
in despair. Hon. Mr. Tarte, who is a 
personal friend of Sir Wilfrid. Is scep- 
tical along with a great many others 
as lo the reasons that have been 
alleged for his resignation. More- 
over, he speaks from experience and 
with feeling. He says: 

"It is always very difficult for those 
who are not thoroughly posted in the 
political situation to understand the 
true reasons why a minister gives up 
]ils seat in the cabinet. Three-quar- 
ters, and part of the time half the 
other quarter, of the official and public 
reasons are only for the purpose of 
deception. In politics and in diplo- 
macy the truth comes out very kite. 
It is certain that Sir William Mulock 
had not twelve months ago the lenst 
intention of leaving the government. 
On the other hand, Sir William is im- 
pulsive and Impetuous, and contradic- 
tion annoys nnd irritates him. Fatigue 
growing out of his long years of labor 
may have led him to a sudden resolu- 
tion to mount the bench, without a 
disagreement with his colleagues. The 
nationalization of telegraphs and tele- 
phones in the face of the results ob- 
tained by the telephone, are sufficient 
to mnlte Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his 
colleagues reflect." 

When Mr. Tarte expresses himself 
as above, outsiders may be excused 
when they feel doubtful. The To- 
ronto World calls attention to the 
fact that Sir William Muloek's resig- | 
nation was coincident with the an- 
nouncement that the Grand Trunk is 
contemplating the establishment of an j 
independent telegraph line of its own | 
to be extended throughout the whole | 
•of Canada, and that Sir Wilfrid had 
declared himself In favor of such a 
project. The carrying out of a na- 
tional telegraph and telephone system, 
Which Sir William Mulock had so much 
at heart, Immediately appeared to him 
as a dire hallucination, and he 
promptly said "good-bye" to the Pre- 
mier. It is interesting in this connec- 
tion to read the comments of Oliver 
Asselin, which appear In another col- 
umn under the heading "Laurier and 
Mulock." They are by a gentleman 
Who knows Sir Wilfrid. 



BRITISH COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY. 

The University club of Jfelson has 
■been discussing a university for British 
Columbia, anil the Tribune thinks that 
it might he started in a small way with 
a school of mines and allowed to develop. 
The Colonist has been arguing that tho 
/way to have u university is to start one. 
A university, professor from eastern 
Canada who was here several years ago 
said lie would have a university if there 
were only six students and one teacher 
in it. The trouble in British Columbia 
is the impression among those who favor 
it dial there should be two or three 
(millions of dollars in hand to build tine 
buildings, endow chairs, and have a large 
staff of professors. Their ideas of what 
a university is is borrowed from the old- 
er institutions that have grown huge in 
dimensions and operations. All of 
these started in u small way. The 
thing is to get started, if only in a one- 
roomed frame building. Dr. Goggin, 
late superintendent of the Northwest 
educational system, for some years car- 
ried on a Normal school in the upper 
story of a business block, which was 
•Tented at forty dollars a month, with a 
grant of two or three hundred dollars 
from the government. It was the most 
successful Normal school in Canada, 
and the much-talked-of educational sys- 
tem of the new provinces today is large- 
ly due to the work done in that institu- 
tion. Wc are looking for some rich 
.man to follow the example of Carnegie, 
or Maedonuhl, and endow a university. 
That is a vain hope without any insti- 
tution in existence to endow. Help of 
ithat kind, if it conies at all, will come 
when there is a university. The sug- 
gestion of the Tribune is a good one to 
intake a beginning. So far as it goes it 
should be thorough nnd practical, suited 
to the requirements of the province. By 
the way, seeing that the province gave 
the Dominion 3,500,000 acres in the 
Peace river valley as an equivalent for 
o grant of $750,000 to the B. & N. rail- 
way, and that that hind is now worth 
17,500,000 at a conservative estimate, 
it would not he an ungraceful act on the 
part of the Dominion Parliament to set 
aside a million or two of those acres for 
educational purposes in this province. 



INSURANCE IN CANADA.

Jos, Cook, called "pompous platitudes." 
Of course, free hade could not come any 
other way. In fact, if the cable sum- 
mary of his remarks is at all correct, 
Sir Edwnrd was, in vulgar parlance, 
talking through bis hat. lie is repre- 
sented as saying that Canadian manu- 
facturers were perfectly willing to have 
the duties on foreign countries increased 
hut were not in favor of their being 
lowered against British goods. Pre- 
sumably, he is aware that we arc already 
giving British goods a preference of 
HI! per cent now. It is the turn of 
the people of England to speak. They 
need not worry about the manufactures 
or tho Canadian government. Let them 
offer a preference to Canadian natural 
products in tho British market and they 
will see what the people of Canada 
will do. Sir Edward Grey and a great 
many other persons in Great Britain 
tire allowing themselves to be frightened 
by a bogey man. 



MUCH TO BE THANKFUL FOR. 

'Today is a national thanksgiving. The 
Institution of a regular thanksgiving day 
is purely American. By reference to 
the encyclopedia we find that after the 
firsl harvest of the Now England col- 
onies in 11121, Gov. Bradford made pro- 
vision for their rejoicing specially to- 
gether with prayer and praise. In 1023 
a day of lasting and prayer in the midst 
nt' drought was changed into thanksgiv- 
ing by the coining of rain during prayers: 
gradually the custom prevailed of ap- 
pointing thanksgiving annually after 
the harvest. These appointments were 
by proclamation of the governors of the 
several New England states. During 
the revolution a day of national thanks- 
giving was annually recommended by 
fongress. Washington recommended 
such a day after the adoption of the con- 
stitution, nnd his example was occasion- 
ally imitated by subsequent presidents. 
.During the civil war President Lincoln 
frequently recommended the observance 
of such a day after victories,, and made 
a proclamation for a national observance 
in 1803. Since that lime such a proc- 
lamation has been annually issued, and 
custom has fixed on ihe last day of No- 
vember as the lime. Of late years, the 
custom of appointing n thanksgiving 
May by the governors of stales, long con- 
j'med to New England, has been adopt- 
ed throughout the country. Canada 
Jong ago adopted the custom of her 
neighbor to Ihe south, and a thanksgiv- 
ing day each year, appointed by procla- 
mation of the Governor-General, has 
•become one of the national holidays. 

This year Canada, above all other 
times and all other countries, has much 
Jo he thankful for. 

Wc have no wars, no distracting ques- 
tions «f foreign policy to worry us, no 
industrial disputes, no religious or po- 
litical or social turmoils. 

So far this year there have been no 
physical disturbances such as earth- 
quakes, tornadoes, floods or serious dis- 
asters of any kind; no plague or epi- 
demics of disease; no famine or want. 

Prosperity is general. Industrie's of 
all kinds are nourishing, crops have 
.been unusually bounteous, prices are 
above the average of previous years, 
wages are high and the demand for la- 
bor good, population is pouring into the 
West, capital is flowing freely in our di- 
rection, new industries arc being inaug- 
urated,

The annual report of the superintend- 
ent of insurance for Canada has been 
received. It is interesting to those in- 
terested in the subject of insurance and 
most oC us are. 

There were ten Canadian fire insur- 
ance companies doing business in Can- 
ada ia 1904, li) British and i) American. 
The grand total of risks taken amounted 
to $1,002,305,105, which was divided, re- 
spectively, as follows: Canadian, $2"/.!,- 
234.027; British, $000,942,293; and Am- 
erican, i?l 53,1 28,785. The total of pre- 
miums paid, divided in about the same 
proportion, was in round numbers $10,- 
000,000. 

The rate of premiums charged, per 
cent, o f risks taken, were, respectively, 
1.57. 1.59 and LOS. ' 

From ISO!) to 1904, Inclusive, the to- 
tal premiums in cash received by the 
fire insurance companies amounted to 
^01,575,018, and the total losses paid, 
$140,309,830, the percentage of losses 
paid being till. 111. The premiums in 
1809 amounted in cash received to $L- 
78.-),. r .:i!) and in 1904 to $13,100,882. 
Seven of the Canadian companies do- 
ing business in other countries found 
itlicir business less profitable at. bona 
than abroad, the percentage of losses on 
premiums received being D1.8H to 72.S2. , 
The amount of risks at home was $104,- [ «"»Kerenoe. whicl 
173,04* and in other countries $049.- 
907.507. 

Since 1ST" the Canadian companies 
(received in cash for premiums at home 
$23,042,018 and from abroad $50,801,078. 

The assets of the ten Canadian com- 
panies doing fire business amounted, at 
the end of the year, to $7,040,255, cov- 
ering a total amount of insurance of all 
kinds of $840,080,580, being at tin- rate 
of $9.10 for every $1,(10(1 of insurance in 
force; they have also a subscribed capi- 
tal, not called up, amounting to $1,470,- 
2T-_', making a total security o£ $10.85 
for every $1,000 insured. The liabili- 
ties of the same companies amounted to 
$5,r>93,973. 

Their subscribed capital amount-; to 
$4,505,500, their paid up capital, $::.( 195,- 
288, and their excess assets over liabili- 
ties, excluding capital slock, $2,052,282. 
Their total income since 1871 was $128,- 
002,854, the losses paid $84,045,571, and 
their dividends to shareholders, $4,400,- 
S72. 

The life insurance branch of the busi- 
ness is the most interesting and profit- 
able, in which tin' Canadian companies 
are by far the largest factor. It was 
transacted by forty-live companies, of 
which twenty-one are Canadian, seven 
British and twelve American, 

The total amount: of policies taken in 
1904 was $08,300,102, greater than in 
1 00.'! by $0,738,207. The amount taken 
by the companies respectively were; 
Canadian companies $59,057,113 



It appears that Prof. Adams of Me- 
Gill university, Montreal, was offered 
the position of director of the geological 
survey of the Dominion, and declined 
it. It is a matter of surprise among 
those who know Dr. Bell, the acting 
director, and are familiar with the work 
he has done, that he should not have 
been appointed permanently to the posi- 
tion long ago. lie is entitled to the 
place by priority, and in point of ser- 
vice he lias had a long and honorable 
career. There is no good reason why 
ithe government should go outside the. 
service when there are competent and 
well-tried officials worthy to fill the shoes 
of such men as Dr. Selwyn and Dr. 
Dawson. Dr. Bell has been for some 
time acting as director, and if he is 
not competent to perform the work of 
his office he should have been removed 
before this. Wc have not heard it al- 
leged that, the work has not been effi- 
ciently carried on, but on the contrary 
there is testimony to the genera! satisfac- 
tion felt on that account, 



I Some people say that there is no dif- 
; ferenco in policy between the Liberals 
and Conservatives, and that, therefore. 
! it is of little consequence which side is 
j in power. Leaving all other points of 
divergence aside, there is one essential 
well pointed out by 
(he Mail and Empire: The Conservative 
party laid the foundation of the prosper- 
ity of Canada at the time when the Cart- 
wrights and Lnnriers, ihe Globes, and 
all the other hostile agencies ,vere de- 
crying the country and jeering ai the 
efforts to promote its interests.

Morgan is today. Every Thursday at V2 
o'clock, In all sorts of weather, the ugeil 
financier wends Ids way along Wall Street 
to attend the meeting of the board of 
directors of the Union Trust Company. 
Since the company was organized In 1801 
all of the original directors have died save 
Mr. Wesley. 

Sir William Muck re tor. governor of 
Newfoundland, Is one of the most remark- 
able men of the Itrltltdl colonial service, 
both, physically and Intellectually and. In- 
deed, his bcrcideiiii strength has contrib- 
uted la no mil at I degree to Impress the suv- 
iiges, over whom he has been called upon 
to rale In t lie past , with a sense of tJie 
power of the British Umpire. He Is the 
only colonial governor to wear the Albert 
medal, which Is the civilian counterpart 
<d the Victoria Cross, lie received It for 
(he heroic rescue of the crew and passen- 
gers of the steamship Syria, when It was 
wrecked at (he foot of a precipice near 
Suva, the capital of (he FIJI Islands.

Author of "The Mortgage on the 
Brain" Tells of His Life 
and History, 



Was Given to Understand His 
Wife Was Dead When Married

"I am a rebel. The narrow con- 
ventions of the East, the deadening 
sameness of their cities, the iietty 
littleness of their small limitations, I 
have left forever behind me. Here is 
freedom, here are the roug-h, strong 
characters from which American llt- 
terature will receive Its inspiration. 
Here I shall do my work, and here I 
shall live." The words are those 
spoken to a Post-Intelligencer re- 
porter by Henry Austin .Adams, known 
to numberless readers as Vincent Har- 
per, whose stories of Father Joseph 
Aloysius McCann, now running in the 
Saturday- Evening Post, are the bid

, . A Rocm and a Typewriter 

The scene was the author's room In 
a Seattle boarding house.

Day of the 

Donkey Engine 



The important Part It Ploys In 
Clearing Tracts of Logged- 
Off Land. 



Some Information of Value In 
View of f-Jniis for Van- 
couver Island.

The donkey engine is being used 
with vvon.i3c.rfuj success In the clearing 
of. vast tracts of loggefl-off land In 
Skagit county. So popular and effect- 
ive lias this means of clearing land be- 
come In Skagit, bounty that it Is com- 
monly referred to as the "Skagit county 
system," and the owners of stump lands 
in neighboring counties are eagerly 
adopting It. 

This system of land clearing was or- 
Inlgaled In Skagit county little more 
than two years ago. C. A. Marihugh, 
of Mount Vernon, has tin: distinction 
of being the Hrst man to make the don- 
key engine a really powerful factor In 
the clearing of land. While' the don- 
key engine has been used before in 
spasmodic attempts it was always with 
indifferent success. Murlhugh had tak- 
en a contract to clear ten acres of land 
near Mount Vernon, when, the Idea oc- 
, uned to hhn to make use of a donkey 
engine which lie had left on his hands 
from n former logging camp outfit. 
Gradually a system of rigging up the 
donkey with cables and gin pole, and 
of locating the gin pole and guy lines 
in such a manner that the power from 
the engine was used with the very best 
results, was worked out; and it was to 
he from that time on a factor in the 
clearing of logged-ofC land in the state 
.of. Washington, 

Many Now in Operation. 

When it was known that the donkey 
engine reduced the cost of clearing kind 
:nore than one half, it. became at once 
very popular with people who had land 
to clear. As many as fourteen differ- 
ent donkey engines clearing outfits 
have been engaged at one time in clear- 
ing stump land around Mount Vernon 
arid Burlington. One donkey engine 
jilone has furnished the motive power 
a'or clearing over 3t!2 acres, in lots vary- 
ing in size from three to forty acre's, 
during the last two years. 

To clear land by hand in the old fash- 
ioned way is a most laborious and ex- 
pensive proceeding. The cost is about 
$HI0 per acre, and often, when the 
clearing is particularly heavy, the cost 
will amount to $200 per acre. The cost 
of clearing land, on the other hand, 
with a donkey engine averages about 
540 to $50 per acre. With conditions 
at their best, as for Instance when the 
stumps have stood for years and art 
partially decayed, the clearing can be 
done for as low as $30 per acre. 
Cost of Clearing Outfit. 

The usual price Of donkey engines 
ranges form $1,300 to $1,800. The cost 
of the main line— S00 feet of cable 
seven-eighths of an Inch in diameter — 
would cost about 517.".. The haul back 
line — 1,S00 feet of cable live-eighths of 
an inch in diameter — -would cost prob- 
ably, another $175. Knough "chokers" 
of different sixes and "choker" hooks 
■would cost In the neighborhood of $40 
or $50. Pour or five pulley blocks 
would be necessary, and would cost 
about $100. Four guy lines — good sec- 
ond-hand wire seven-eighths of an 



inch in diameter can be used for this 
purpose — would cost $25. Thus a 
clearing outfit can be bought for some- 
thing like $2,000. 

The most satisfactory arrangement 
, for a community where stump land is 
to be cleared is for an individual or a 
group of Individuals to buy a donkey 
engine clearing outfit, and to go into 
the business of clearing land tor the 
entire nelghborhod. 

Setting the Rig Up. 

The location of the engine and rig- 
ging la a matter of no small conse- 
quence. A square Held containing ten 
acres is considered the ideal tract for 
clearing. The clearing outfit should be 
set up in the. middle of the Held. A 
gin pole seventy or eighty feet In 
length is erected, about four feet, of 
which is burled in the ground. The 
pole is secured and steadied with four 
heavy guy cables, each of which is an- 
chored to a "dead man" buried In the 
earth about 120 feet from the base of 
the pole. The "dead men" are usually 
from eighteen to twenty-four inches 
In diameter, and arc planted about live 
feet deep. 

Rrourtd the gin polo are heaped high 
the uprooted stumps and the logs. Piles 
of stumps sixty feet hi height arc no 
uncommon sight. Vary often the 
stumps and debris from a ten-acr* 
tract are piled in one le.rge pyramid of 
stumps, from the centre of which rises 
the gin polo. After the pile Is com- 
pleted and the donkey engine moved 
away, the gin pole is left buried in 
the stump pile, and when the stumps 
are dry enough to burn tho gin pole is 
burned along with its surrounding 
stumps. 

Expense of Crew. 

The number of men required In the 
crew Is live. There are two men in tile 
iield, the hook tender, who is paid $2.50 
per day and board, and Ida assistant, 
who received $2 a day and board. 
These men fasten the choker around 
the slump to be pulled and attach trie 
cable to tile hook of the choker. The 
man on the pile is paid $2.50 a day and 
board. It is his duty to attend to all 
the details of the work connected with 
piling uie stumps upon the pile, and to 
unfasten the choker from the stump 
when it is finally hauled into position 
on the stump pile. It is his duty also 
to give the signals to the engineer. 
Besides the three men already men- 
tioned, there are the engineer and lire- 
man. Tlie engineer is the only man 
paid by the owner of the clearing out- 
lit; his compensation is usually about 
$3 per day, and he is boarded along 
with the rest of the crew. The fireman 
received $2 per day and board. He la 
expected to pick up his fuel for the en- 
gine on the ground as they clear. 

The cost to the man who is having 
his land cleared Is $15 per day for the 
engine and rigging and the engineer. 
The wages for the four men In the 
crew besides the engineer are $'J pet- 
day. Besides this there is the expense 
for boarding the entire crew. In addi- 
tion to the men already enumerated, a 
man familiar with the use of blasting 
powder is also employed by the owner 
of the land, if he himself is not willing 
to do the work. 

The man who handles the powder 
usually receives about $2.50 and board. 
Only the largest and most dilflcult 
stumps are blown up with powder. 
Under many stumps slight charges of 
powder are used, which will serve to 
loosen the stumps, but not entirely up- 
root them. Then the donkey will fin- 
ish the job and haul It into position. 
Cost by the Day. 

The cost of clearing land for the 
owner is well on towards $.K) per day 
for the engine, rigging, and crew and 
board for crew. While the cost of pow- 
der to blow up some huge Stump, occa- 
sionally amounts to $4.50, where a llfty- 
pound box is used, and even to $'J. 
where the hrst charge is unsuccessful 



and a second one required, the cost of 
powder In most cases Is not a very 
large item of expense. 

The amount of land that can be 
cleared per day varies, of course, with 
the nature of the soil and the length 
of time that has elapsed since the trees 
were cut. Where the stumps have 
stood for years, the task of clearing be- 
comes a comparatively simple matter. 
One tract of forty acres, which had 
been logged years ago, was recently 
cleared In twenty-six days. Another 
tract of thirty-live acres, from which 
tho trees had been cut seventeen years 
ago. on which the stumps were as thick 
as it was possible for stumps to be, was 
cleared hi. seventeen days. 

Cedar Stumps Are Easy. 

Land idoso to a river, or land on 
which sprue? and fir formerly grow, Is 
the most difficult to clear and conse- 
quently the most expensive. Cedar 
stumps are much more easily removed 
from the ground than fir and spruce 
stumps, Where trees have just been cut 
and the stumps are green, the cost of 
clearing Is so high than only under 
extraordinary circumstances, as when 
clearing a location for buildings, does 
it pay to clear such land. 

There are different kinds of logged- 
off lands, us there are different kinds 
of cleared land. Occasionally there 
will be found tracts of land with the 
stumps .surrounded with heavy growth 
of underbush. Such tracts require 
slashing before cleaving. 

The cost of slashing land ranges 
from $5 to $15 per aero, with an aver- 
ago cost of about $10. It Is expected 
that the land has all been slashed and 
engine clearing outfit is brought upon 
the ground. 

Cleared Lands Valuable 

The logged-off lands, when cleared, 
are worth from $150 to $200 per acre. 
In one instance a twenty-acre tract of 
land, which was cleared during March 
of this year, yielded a Hrst harvest suf- 
ficient to pay for the entire cost of 
clearing. In this case the land had 
remained for years In Its logged-off 
state, and every foot of timber that 
could in any way be utilized had been 
removed. This left barely more than 
the decayed stumps to be considered; 
and the result was that the cost was 
reduced to a minimum. 

To summarize, the cost of transform- 
ing untouched logged-off land Into a 
producing farm amounts to about $G0, 
in detail as follows: Slashing and 
burning, per acre, on the average, $10; 
donkey engine, crew, powder and the 
miscellaneous. Items of expense, per 
acre, $40; gathering and bum'ng and 
getting rid of the remaining debris, per 
acre, $10. However, these tlgures are 
usually reduced to the last two items 
of expense, as there is plenty of log- 
ged-off land which has been slashed 
and burned on the market. 

There are thousands of acres of log- 
ged-off land In the counties bordering 
Puget Sound. In Skagit county alone 
there are 40,000 acres of logged-off 
land. In many Instances enough bolts 
will be cut from fallen cedar logs and 
from the stumps, which after the 
wasteful fashion which prevailed years 
ago were cut high up from the ground, 
to pay for the price of the land.

The. Conimerioal Cable company's 
fifth Atlantic cable from Canso, Nova 
Scotia, to Wate'rvllle, Ireland, was com- 
pleted and put In operation on October 
6 th. 

The new cable Is the best and most 
expensive submarine cable ever laid. 
It was manufactured by the Telegraph 
Construction & Maintenance company, 
of London, having been begun in 
March, 1005, and finished and shipped 
on board the construction company's 
steamer Colon la on August 3. 

Atlantic cables are always laid from 
west to east Viecause the prevailing 
winds Im the summer months on the 
Atlantic are from the west and ships 
make much better weather going east- 
ward, consequently the Oolonla sailed 
direct from England lo America, arriv- 
ing off the coast of Nova Scot hi on 
August 18, and landed the heavy shore 
end of the cable on the morning of 
August 18, Moving' out from the shore 
she struck a rock and remained fast 
on it for four days. The Injuries she 
sustained compelled her lo go Into dry- 
dock at Halifax with 3,300 miles of 
submarine cable aboard. She was the 
largest and heaviest ship ever taken 
on that drydock. Repairs were made 
and the Colonia took the sea again. 
On September 23 she laid her course 
from Canso, N. S., paying out cable. 
On September 2S she passed through 
a hurricane in mid-Atlantic, although 
on that day the weather on. both sides 
of the Atlantic was reported line, With 
gentle winds. On October 3 she ar- 
rived without mishap at a point 1ST 
miles form the coast of Ireland, where 
the final splice was to be made be- 
tween the cable that she had paid out 
from the American side and the IS, 
miles of cable previously laid west- 
ward from the Irish coast by the cable 
steamer Colonia. In the mouth of June. 
The weather was heavy and- the ('(don- 
la was compelled to heave to for sev- 
eral (lavs awaiting smoother seas to 
enable her to make the final splice— 
Which ..was made on October 6. 

At some points the cable was laid at 
a' depth of nearly three miles below the 
surface of the sea. The quantities ot 
material used in the manufacture of 
the cable were 1.411,200 pounds of 
copper, 7D3,fiSS younds of gutta per- 
cha, 16,815,000 pounds of brass tape, 
jute, yarn, iron wire and preservative 
compound. . ■ , 

The signaling speed of this cable is 
said to be fifteen per cent .greater than 
that of any other cable of equal length 
In the Atlantic. The cost of the cable 
varied from $1,000 to $0,000 per mile, 
according to the character of the ocean 
bed and depth of water, the great va- 
riation In cost being, due to the- differ- 
oni diameters and weights of the sec- 
tions of the cable, the cable which is 
laid In the deepest water being the 
lightest for the Important reason that 
it would be impossible to retrieve a 
heavy cable from deep water because 
of tlie enormous pressure. Cable in 
deep water is practically safe from me- 
chanical injury and therefore does not 
need to be so strong, so that the sec- 
tions laid In deep water are- of small 
diameter and less cost. The sections 
laid near shores are of massive con- 
struction and very expensive. In tlie 
neighborhood of the fishing grounds off 
the coast of Newfoundland, a type of 
cable midway between deep water and 
shore end cable is used. This inter- 
mediate size is made strong to resist 
injuries from the anchors of Ashing 
craft, the most proline source of dan- 
ger to sub-marine cables. This Inter- 
mediate type is made Just heavy 
enough to afford reasonable prospect 
of retrieving it in the event of its be- 
ing damaged by the anchor of a fishing 
vessel. 

The Commercial Cable company con- 
nects with the l'. P. it. telegraph.
